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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art, the U.S. Patents by Marzocchi et al. and Uffner on the I.D.S. submitted by 
applicants on 8/23/04, do not disclose dissolving the elastomeric polymer in a 
polymerizable monomer. Copending application 10/841 ,596 has not been examined 
yet.
